The  junior  Senator  from  New 
York  announced  his  candidacy 
for  the  Dem.ocratic  presidential 
nomination  on  March  16  in  the 
same  Senate  caucus  room  his 
brother  made  a similar  announce- 
ment en  route  to  the  nomination 
in  1960. 

In  his  Washington  statement 
Senator  Kennedy  described  Pres- 
ident Johnson’s  Vietnam  policy 
as  “catastrophic.”  He  also  gave 
his  reason  for  joining  the  cam- 
paign; “.  . . I am  convinced  that 
this  country  is  on  a perilous 
course  and  I have  such  strong 


feeling  about  what  must  be  done 
that  I am  obliged  to  do  all  I can.” 

Senator  Kennedy  opened  the 
speech-making  part  of  campaign 
in  California  on  Saturday.  He  told 
a San  Francisco  airport  audience 
that  the  nations’  most  populous 
state  . . is  the  key  to  what  hap- 
pens across  the  country.” 

The  latest  California  polls  show 
the  former  Attorney  General  lead- 
ing the  race  for  the  winner-take- 
all  primary  in  a three-man  con- 
test also  involving  President

Elder  Henry  D.  Taylor,  assist- 
ant to  the  Council  of  Twelve 
Apostles  of  The  Latter  Day  Saints 
Church,  will  be  the  BYU  Devo- 
tional speaker  Tuesday  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

A native  of  Provo,  Elder  Tay- 
lor was  a prominent  business  ex- 
ecutive before  being  called  to 
preside  over  the  California  Mis- 
sion in  1955.  In  addition  to  other 
duties,  he  is  now  managing  direc- 
tor of  the  Church  Welfare  Pro- 
gram. 

Elder  Taylor  graduated  from 
BYU  in  1929  and  received  the 
Alumni  Distinguished  Service 
Award  from  the  university  in 
1960.  He  received  a master’s  de- 
gree in  1937  from  the  New  York 
University  School  of  Retailing, 
and  has  been  a leader  in  civic 
affairs  as  well  as  business  and 
church  activities. 

From  1924  to  1926.  Elder  Taylor 
served  as  a missionary  in  the 
Eastern  States.  He  has  also  ser- 
ved as  high  councilor  in  Sharon 
Stake,  1933-49,  stake  clerk,  1940- 
44;  bishop  of  Pleasant  View 
Ward,  1944-46:  president  of  Shar- 
on Stake,  1946-52  and  as  president 
of  East  Sharon  Stake  from  1952- 
55. 

Elder  Taylor  was  called  to  his 
present  position  in  April,  1958.
